[Industrial Area of Application ] 

As for this device, dentifrice and gingiva massage it is s 
omething regarding toothbrush attaching gingiva massage 
brush which simultaneous advance can do. 

[Prior Art ] 

Recently, as element of health care of tooth, as for prev 
ention of caries from first, serious characteristic of preve 
ntion of the pyorrhea alveolaris or other gingivitis has be 
en recognized, also dental medicine or other specialist ad 
vocates necessity of the massage of gingiva actively. [Pr

But, while sending every day when person of majority is 
busy,satisfactory time is spent on on just dentifrice of 

morning and evening with not be ableto say, it is not ea 

sy to guarantee time for massage of the gingiva on that. 
In addition, when toothbrush is used for massage of gin 

giva thatway, there is a possibility of damaging gingiva . 
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Furthermore damaging gingiva it designates that toothbrus 
h attaching gingiva massage brush which does not have 
fear of being possible, as for the this utility model , con 
sidering to situation a this way, being something which i 
sformed, when it does dentifrice , simultaneous advance t 
o do also the massage of gingiva , is offered as objectiv 
e . 

[means in order to solve problem ] 

In order to achieve above-mentioned objective , toothbrus 
h attaching gingiva massage brush , bristle implanting do 
ing toothbrush hair of large number in middle part mater 
ial,and one end consists of toothbrush section which bee 
omes and the multiple flexible resin gingiva brush which 

stands up with this utility model and aforementioned to 
othbrush section in parallel to one side at least to shaft

[Working Example ] 

Below, referring to drawing , you explain Working Exam 
pie of this utility model . 
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Figure 1 is oblique view which with one Working Exam 
pie of this utility model shows the toothbrush attaching 
gingiva massage brush in schematic . 

implanting doing multiple brush bristle in same way as g 
eneral toothbrush , the toothbrush section 2 which becom 
es is provided in one end central portion of middle part 
material 1. To both sides of this toothbrush section 2, in 
parallel alongside shaft direction of middle part materia

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As for each gingiva brush part 3, as shown in Figure 2

to front face or rear surface of tooth, the reciprocating 
motion doing, does dentifrice , while pressing gingiva of 
location towhich gingiva brush part 3 of any correspond 
s reciprocating motion doingsimultaneously, it comes to p 
oint of doing massage withoutdamaging gingiva , massag

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part material 1 applying on both sides of toothbrush sec 
tion, 2 way you surround toothbrush section 2 in horsesh 
oe shape , facilities *, it can do also from the dentifrice 
and gingiva massage in back side of molar in effective 
. In addition, with Figure 2 end of each gingiva brush 
bristle 5 to be round the molding is done, but this consi 
deration is not something which islimited to this.
